No girl should be married until
she reaches 25, because teen-
age marriages are responsible
for the high divorce rate in this
country.

The first way to stop teen-age
marriages is not to permit any
steady dating. Young girls who

get to know what fun it is to be
young. They should be free to
meet other boys. For any girl
going steady so early never gets
to know how to gauge degrees
of various male intelligence or
ambition

I was not very popular when
I said that all teen-age girls
should be home from a date at
10 o'clock and that dotes should
be limited to one night a week.

The parents who don't put
their feet down about this right
now, I said, could only look for-
ward to an old age with a brood
of mismanaged grandchildren
on their hands when they should
be enjoying life.

Nor did 1 endear myself with
the home economics teacher
when 1 said most of those
courses were unnecessary. Girls
should be taught cooking at

I was delighted with the re-
sponse when [ said, “Don’t send
your girls to college.” My reas-
oning, of course, is so accept-
able I'm sure the enrollment of
women in colleges across the
country will drop considerably,
leaving more openings for in-
telligent young men who, un-
married and in uncrowded
schools, are going to go on to
greater heights.

I closed my session with an-
swering a question: Should girls
join clubs while in school?

I said, positively no. 1 per-
sonally cannot think of one
single thing clubs or organiza-
tions at school offer her that
she can't get at home from in-
telligent parents. Besides, or-
ganizations are bad influences.

They start young American
women off with entirely wrong
ideas, encouraging the sorority
and club movement bug later,
which leads them to 1wasting
their time instead of using those
valuable hours at home. Without
this bug they canm be better
homemakers instead of the typi-
cal American home maker.
